NORTH  OXFORDSHIRE  TOUTED  DISTRICTS 


To  the  Mayors,  Chairmen,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Constituent 
Authorities . 

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  North  Oxfordshire 
Districts  for  the  year  1969°  The  area  involved  covers  some  240,760  acres 
and  stretches  northwards  from  the  River  Thames  to  the  north  of  Banbury. 

It  is  mainly  an  agricultural  area  with  industry  centred  mostly  in  or 
close  to  Banbury,  Witney  and  Chipping  Norton.  In  the  west  it  is  pre¬ 
dominantly  Cotswold  in  character  with  small  sheltered  villages  of  greyish 
stone  and  stone  ./ailed  fields,  whilst  in  the  north  it  assumes  a  Midland 
appearance  as  the  houses  merge  through  a  honey  coloured  stone  to  the  dark 
brown  stone  of  the  Hornton  area,  and  the  fields  exchange  their  stone 
walls  for  hedgerows.  Banbury  itself  has  a  definite  midland  appearance. 

Before  the  war  there  was  virtually  no  growth  in  population,  the 

■ 

census  returns  for  1 92 1  and  1931  showing  only  an  increase  in  all  the 
districts' combined  of  some  1,000  people.  Since  the  war  there  has  been 
a  considerable  increase  in  population  which,  in  a  few  years1  time,  will 
be  double  the  1931  figure.  The  population  has  risen  from  a  little  over 
66,000  in  1931  to  nearly  120,000  in  1969  with  Banbury  Borough,  Witney 
Urban  District  and  Witney  Rural  District  approximately  doubling  their 
population,  and  Banbury  Rural  District  and  Woodstock  Borough  showing 
approximately  a  50 %  increase  in  population.  Considerable  further  growth 
can  be  anticipated  in  the  next  decade  in  and  around  -the  main  towns  and 
villages  accessible  to  Oxford. 

Sanitary  Circumstances 

In  the  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  practically  all  properties  have 
access  to  the  sewers  but  with  the  increasing  growth  in  population,  the 
sewage  works  are  overloaded  or  are  likely  to  become  overloaded.  In  the 
Rural  Districts  the  situation  varies.;  when  present  schemes  under  con¬ 
struction  are  completed,  in  Banbury  Rural  District  some  92%  of  the 
properties  will  have  access  to  a  sewer,  in  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District 
57%  of  properties  will  be  able  to  connect  to  a  sewer,  in  Witney  Rural 
District  some  80%  of  properties  will  have  access  to  the  sewer  and  it  is 
in  this  area  with  much  of  its  housing  in  the  Thames  Valley  that  nuisances 
are  most  likely  to  occur' .  Nov/  that  most  of  our  water  supply  comes  from 
river  sources,  it  becomes  increasingly  Important  for  sewage  schemes  to 
be  provided  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  streams  and  rivers,  and  to 
ensure  that  schemes  in  existence  are  not  allowed  to  become  overloaded  as 
the  population  increases  in  size  and  as  the  individual  utilisation  of 
water  continues  to  rise. 


In  Banbury  Borough,  after  a  prolonged  dry  spell,  the  dilution  of 
sewage  effluent  by  the  Cherwell  .may. drop  as  low  as  a  1  s  1  ratio  whilst  a 
1  s2  ratio  is  not  uncommono  As  Banbury  expands,  this  dilution  problem  must 
become  increasingly  important* 


Water  Supply 


1 .  Quantity  and  Quality 

The  water  supply  to  the  district  became  vested  in  the  Oxfordshire 
Water  Board  in  1967.  Now  the  mains  in  the  Chipping'  Norton  Rural  District’s 
area  have  been  completed,  almost  the  whole  area  of  North  Oxfordshire  has 
available  a  source  of  wholesome  water  in  pipes  belonging-  to  the  Board, 

The  districts  likely  to  give  concern  regarding  the  purity  of  water  supplies 
are  parts  of  Chipping  Norton  Rural  and  Parts  of  Witney  Rural  in  the  Thames 
Valley,  that  still  exist  on  well  supplies. 

In  general,  however,  as  shown  by  the  result  of  the  frequent  sampling 
done  by  the  Board,  where  a  piped  supply  existed,  the  quality  was  satis¬ 
factory, 

I11  this  country  we  are  faced  with  the  paradox  that  although  the  rain¬ 
fall  is  adequate,  the  ’’run  off”  of  water  is  such  and  the  usage  so  heavy 
that  we  are  faced  each  year  with  a  potential  shortage  of  water.  This 
situation  is  acknowledged  by  the  various  Water  Resources  Acts  with  the 
responsibility  of  conservation  placed  on  the  various  River  Authorities, 
Again,  paradoxically,  drainage  works  done  by  the  River  Authorities  only 
hasten  this  ’’run  off”  of  water  when  in  fact  retention  of  water  should  be 
practised.  Large  reservoirs  could  have  the  double  advantage  of  not  only 
ensuring  a  supply  of  water  but  also  by  regulating  the  river  flow  in  summer, 
help  to  provide  more  adequate  dilution  of  effluent  from  sewage  works, 

2.  Bacteriological  Examination

Routine  sampling  of  water  was  carried  out  throughout  the  districts  by 
the  Water  Board  whilst  Local  Authority  Officers  investigated  complaints 
made  to  them  regarding  water  supplies  and  regarding  the  condition  of 
private,  sources.  Details  are  given  in  the  sections  dealing  with  individual 
Local  Authorities. 

3 .  Plumbo- Solvency  and  Fluoride  Level 

There  are  no  plumbo -solvent  waters  in  the  area  and  there  is  no 
significant  amount  of  Fluoride  present  in  any  of  the  supplies.  The  Water 
Board  now  covers  an  area  which  includes  the  whole  part  of  several  Local 
Health  Authorities,  since  not  all  the  Health  Authorities  have  voiced  an 
opinion  in  favour  of  fluoridation  to  supply  the  whole  of  the  districts 
with  fluoride,  although  this  is  highly  desirable  to  health  and  eventually 
economic  grounds,  would  at  the  moment  be  impossible.  It  “would  be  possible, 
however,  and  practicable,  to  introduce  fluoride  at  source  in  the  Banbury 
Borough  and  Banbury  Rural  District  areas,  and  in  Witney  Urban  and  Witney 
Rural  District  areas  where  waterworks  are  situated  ’whose  supply  is  confined 
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to  these  areas ,  and  in  the  Chipping  Norton  areas  by  inserting  it  into 
the  trunk  water  main,  '  — . "1~‘~ . . 

The  only  District  Councils  in  North  Oxfordshire  who  do  not  support 
fluoridation  are  Banbury  Borough  and  Banbury  Rural  District  Councils 
and  steps  v/ere  taken  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  arrange  for  the 
introduction  of  fluoride  into  the  Witney  source  during  1970, 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Bore  Hole,  when  in  use,  at 
Eynsham  in  the  Witney  Rural  District  had  a  fluoride  content  almost 
three  times  as  high  as  the  recommended  level  of  1  p,p,m. 

It  is  not  possible,  as  requested  by  the  Minister,  to  give  an 
accurate  number  of  houses  supplied  from  public  water  main  (i)  direct 
to  houses  (ii)  by  means  of  standpipe  in  the  various  parishes. 

Housing 

Although  much  of  the  housing  in  the  area  consists  of  small  stone 
cottages  of  considerable  age,  a  lot  of  improvement  has  taken  place  since 
the  war  in  all  Districts ,  By  and  large  the  standard  of  housing  is 
reasonable  and  often  when  a  house  has  deteriorated  to  the  degree  of 
being  an  unfit  property,  it  is  bought,  improved  and  modernised.  The 
number  of  houses  that  are  demolished  throughout  the  districts  is  not 
very  great  and  there  is  no  one  particular  district  that  stands  out  as 
being  worse  in  respect  of  its  housing,  than  its  neighbours. 

New  provisions  for  grants  were  introduced  during  the  year  by  the 
Housing  Act  1969?  relaxing  some  of  the  requirements  and  considerably 
increasing  the  total  amount  of  money  that  might  be  granted. 

Council  housing  provides  a  considerable  and  apparently  adequate 
proportion  of  the  total  housings  in  the  area  as  a  whole,  about  25 yo 
of  houses  are  council  houses,  I  am  not  often  approached  by  people  in 
private  rented  accommodation- for  -  help  in  re-housing  and  the  majority 
of  those  who  approach  me  do.  so  because  they  have  moved  from  other  parts 
of  the  country  into  poor  accommodation  or  because  they  are  problem 
families  in  difficulty. 

From  the  number  of  caravans  in  occupation  throughout  the  area, 
this  form  of  housing  must  play  an  important  part.  Caravans  have 
improved  considerably  in  recent  years  although  no  legal  standards  are 
in  existence 5  sites  have  also  improved  considerably  but,  nevertheless, 
caravans  by  their  nature  are  temporary  structures  and  are  prone  to  the 
faults  of  temporary  structures  and  are  no  substitute  for  permanent 
housing.  The  main  demand  for  permanent  caravans  was  in  the  Witney 
Rural  District  area.  There  was  considerable  need  for  camping  sites 
for  holiday  vans,  with  proper  facilities,  not  only  for  local  tourists 
but  for  people  travelling  further  afield. 


Ref  use  Collection  and  Disposal 


A  regular  refuse  collection  service  'was  maintained  by  all  Authorities 
in  the  area •  With  the  exception  of  Witney  Urban  who  pulverise  their 
refuse,  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  mostly  into  quarries  with 
the  degree  of  cover  varying  considerably  from  almost  crude  tipping  to 
properly  controlled  tipping,  As  the  number  of  tips  has  been  reduced, 
there  has  been  an  improvement  in  most  areas  in  the  control  of  the 
remaining  tips* 

Refuse  is  combustible  material  and  although  a  fire  will  reduce  its 
bulk  or  make  it  unattractive  to  vermin,  it  also  can  create  considerable 
smoke  nuisance  and  may  even  be  a  danger,  on  misty  days,  to  traffic  on 
nearby  roads.  Most  of  the  fires  probably  begin  from  hot  ashes  in  the 
load  or  from  the  burning  of  'waste  on  the  tips  by  intruders  on  the  tip. 

Food  Handling 


The  general  standard  of  food  premises  and  of  food  handling  was 
reasonably  satisfactory^  most  of  the  complaints  received  were  due  to 
mould  infected  food  stemming  from  faulty  stock  control  and  rotation,  a 
factor  probably  more  likely  to  occur  with  the  greater  amounts  of  stock 
now  carried  on  the  shelves  of  stores  and  in  refrigerated  cabinets  to 
which  the  public  have  access ,  Although  the  benefits  of  refrigerated 
cabinets  were  obviously  recognised  by  traders,  it  was  disappointing  to 
see  that  the  habit  of  displaying  food  for  sale  in  the  street  outside 
the  shop,  still  continued. 

The  Meat  (Sterilising)  Regulations  1969  came  into  operation  during 
the  year  a  They  control  the  carriage  and  disposal  of  "unfit"  meat  but 
are  far  from  perfect  and  allow  certain  types  of  animal  waste  still  to 
be  carried  without  control.

These  figures  were  the  corrected  Birth  Rates  and  Death  Rates .  This 
means  that  allowance  was  made  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population  in  the  various  districts ,  calculated  from  factors 
provided  by  the  Registrar  General.  The  overall  birth  rate  (uncorrected) 
for  the  area  was  18.4  and  the  overall  death  rate  (uncorrected)  was  9«3

The  distribution  of  the  main  causes  of  death  remained  the  same, 
with  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  the  major  cause  *  Among  the  cancers ,  there 
was  a  considerable  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  (from  43 
to  67)  which  accounted  for  2jfc  of  the  total  deaths  from  cancer ,  a  figure 
a  little  above  the  national  average  *  This  increase  was  not  confined  to 
any  particular  district. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cerebral  Vascular  Disease ,  however, 
appears  to  have  decreased  in  recent  years,  from  about  210  in  1963  and 
1964  to  126  in  1 969  o

With  a  small  population,  the  rates  can  be  significantly  changed  by 
very  slight  differences  in  the  actual  .number  of  deaths  -  so  it  is  wrong 
to  attach  too  much  importance  to  comparison  between  different  areas . 

The  overall  infant  mortality  rate  in  the’  combined  area,  was  15  which 
boro  good  comparison  with  the  national  average .  There  was  a  total  of 
33  deaths. 

The  main  causes  of  infant  deaths  were  Congenital  Malformations  ( 8 ) 
and  Pneumonia  and  Other  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System  (5).  The 
actual  period  of  the  birth  was  hazardous  with  Birth  Injury  causing  5 
deaths  and  other  Peri-natal  Causes  being  responsible  for  8  deaths  - 
(prematurity  played  a  contributory  part  in  many  of  these ).  It  is 
hoped  that  when  vaccination  against  Rubella  becomes  widespread,  many 
of  the  deaths  from  Congenital  Malformations  will  no  longer  occur,,

1969  should  have  been  a  year  in  which  measles  was  epidemic ,  in 
fact,  only  192  notifications  were  received  compared  with  251  in  1968 
and  1,889  in  1 967  (the  previous  peak  year).  It  would  appear  that  the 
vaccination  programme  has  been  successful  in  reducing  the  incidence 
of  the  disease  and  there  should  be  an  additional  hidden  benefit  in  the 
reduction  of  the  chronic  lung  and  ear  ailments  in  children  which  often 
followed  the  disease. 

Infective  Hepatitis 


The  epidemic  of  Infective  Hepatitis  in  Banbury  gradually  died  out 
during  the  year  and  only  7  cases  were  notified  in  this  district.  The 
other  cases  were  spread  throughout  the  area  with  small  focii  of  infection 
in  Hanborough  and  in  Hailey  in  Witney  Rural  District  and  in  Tackley  in 
Chipping  Horton  Rural  District, 


Dysentery 

There  were  only  17  cases  notified  throughout  North  Oxfordshire  in 
1969,  Dysentery  is  a  highly  infectious  disease  and  many  cases  either 
do  not  report  to  their  doctor  or  are  not  notified,  but  the  notifications 
received  do  give  a  general  indication  of  the  trend.  19&9  was  a  year 
relatively  free  from  disease* 

Tuberculosis 

A  total  of  22  cases  (21  pulmonary  and  1  non-pulmonary )  was  notified 
during  the  year,  representing  an  incidence  of  18,3  per  100,000  population 
(nationally  1968  rate  =  22  per  100,000  population).  The  incidence  was 
not  unduly  high  in  any  specific  district.  The  average  age  of  notifica¬ 
tion  was  47  years  with  a  predominance  of  males  affected.  Tuberculosis 
is  a  disease  in  which  the  age  incidence  has  risen  and  in  which  the 
morbidity  has  not  fallen  so  quickly  as  the  mortality. 
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It  remains  for  me  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Local 
Authorities  of  the  United  Districts  for  their  co-operation?  and  to  all 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  their  staff  for  their  ever  ready 
help  and  loyaltyo

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1 o  Water  Supply 

(a)  The  water  supply ,  which  was  satisfactory  in  quantity ,  is 
obtained  from  the  River  Cherwell  at  Grimsbury  and  the  Sor  Brook  at  ' 
Bodicote.  It  is  treated  by  settlement,  filtration  and  chlorination, 
and  supplied  to  all  houses  in  the  Borough „  The  water  in  the  area  is 
hard  and  there  is  no  plumbo -solvency. 

(b)  During  the  year  under  review  130  samples  of  water  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination .  All  were  reported  as  satisfactory 
and  suitable  for  public  supply.  Samples  of  water  from  the  Bodicote 
Pumping  Station  and  the  Grimsbury  Pumping  Station  were  also  submitted 
for  chemical  examination  and  all  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

2 •  Sewerage,  Sewage  Disposal  and  Drainage 

The  Borough  has  one  sewage  purification  works,  all  flow  to  ’which 
is  pumped  from  the  main  Cherwell  Street  Pumping  Station.  Recirculation 
of  final  effluent  is  carried  out,  and  a  scheme  has  been  completed  for 
its  final  treatment  by  land  irrigation. 

The  works  were  controlled  by  a  full  time  Manager  who  has  a  well 
equipped  laboratory  in  which  considerable  works  of  testing  and  analysis 
were  carried  out.

General  supervision  of  the  water-courses  in  the  area  is  exercised 
by  the  Thames  Conservancy  with  whom  a  close  liaison  was  maintained. 

The  cleansing  of  some  of  the  water-courses  was,  however,  periodically 
carried  out  as  a  result  of  action  by  the  Department. 
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4-  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  weekly  collection  was  maintained  in  the  Borough,  and  disposal 
v/as  to  a  controlled  tip  on  land  adjacent  to  the  sewage  works  until 
28th  July,  1969.  Since  that  date  the  refuse  ha,s  been  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  a  new  tip  in  Bloxham  Grove  (situated  in  the  area 
of  the  Banbury  Rural  District),  which  tip  is  used  jointly  by  the  two 
Authorities.

At  the  one  large  site  in  the  Borough,  the  number  of  vans  v/as 
reduced  during  the  year  from  40  to  21 ,  and  is  still  in  process  of  being 
"run-down” ,  The  site  operator  (whose  licence  expires  early  in  1 97 1 ) 
has  expressed  his  intention  of  closing  the  site  at  an  early  date. 

At  this  juncture  it  seems  pertinent  to  report  that  early  In 
December  1968,  two  sites  in  the  Borough  were  occupied  by  gypsies  of 
the  tinker  type,  one  being  on  land  adjacent  to  the  old  mineral  railway 
in  Southern  Road,  and  the  other  on  land  in  Tramway  Road  in  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  Midland -York shire  Tar  Distillers  Limited.  There  were  six  vans 
on  the  first  site  and  nine  on  the  second  site. 

The  several  caravan  owners,  were  interviewed  on  several  occasions 
and  requested  to  leave,  as  the  sites  in  question  had  no  facilities 
whatsoever  and  were  quite  unsuitable  for  such  use.  In  spite  of 
assurances  that  the  vans  would  be  removed  v/ithin  a  few  days,  no  action 
was  taken  on  the  part  of  the  van  owners  to  remove  them,  and  the 
Department  was  reluctant  to  press  the  matter  at  that  time  as  the 
weather  was  severe,  Christmas  v/as  approaching,  and  due  regard  was 
being  taken.. of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Governments  repeated 


requests  to  Local  Authorities  not  to . nee  dies  s ly .  har a s  s  gypsy  families 

from  place  to  place  until  sites  could  be  provided  for  them,

In  January  1969?  the  land  in  ■’■Sou than  Road  was  vacated*  and  sub¬ 
sequently  fenced  off  to  prevent  a  re -occupation.  The  position  in 
Tramway  Road  rapidly1  became  worse*  however*  and  the  whole  matter  was 
reported,  to  the  Public  Health  and  Markets  Committee ,  The  number  of 
vans  on  the  site  rose  to  more  than  30  at  one  period*  with  a  serious 
deterioration  in  conditions  there  -  accumulations  of  rubbish  and  old 
car  bodies  littering  the  site*  the  latter*  as  well  as  the  ditches  and 
hedgerows  *  being  used  as  latrines,.,  by  ..  the .  van  dwellers. 

It  was  not  until  27th  June*  1.969?  that  the  site  was  finally  cleared 
of  vans*  and  then  only  after  notice  had  been  served  on  each  caravan 
owner  informing  him  of  impending  action  on  the  part  of  the  Council  and 
the  occupiers  of  the  land*  to  secure  their  removal. 

The  land  was  subsequently  cleared  of  refuse  and  disinfected  as  far 
as  possible*  and  finally  fenced  off  by  the  occupiers  to  prevent  any 
future  such  occurrence. 

Some  39 i°  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  were  Council  Houses  5  of  the 
remainder*  there  were  in  the  centre  of  the  town  considerable  numbers  of 
poor  properties  whilst  in  the  Grimsbury  area  there  was  an  area  of 
properties  that  were  of  reasonable  construction  but  with  many  lacking 
in  facilities,  A  survey  was  in  progress  of  the  houses  in  this  area* 
with  a  view  to  the  possible  declaration  of  it  as  a  General  Improvement 
Area  under  the  Housing  Act*  1969*  Some  417  houses  will  be  affected. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  supervising  and  con¬ 
trolling  this  type  of  property*  and  all  too  frequently  it  was  necessary 
to  inspect  the  premises  in  the  evenings*  when  the  various  occupants 
were  home.  It  was  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  the  owner  of  one  such  property  for  non-compliance  with  notices 
served  under  Sections  15  and  16  of  the  Act  of  1961  (works  to  secure  the 
provision  of  extra,  services  and  facilities  and  means  of  escape  from  fire). 
The  Magistrates  imposed  Tines-  of  £30  (Section  15)  and  £30  (Section  1 6) 
with  £5  5s,  Od.  costs.  The  base  -was  taken  to  appeal  at  Quarter  Sessions* 
the  appeal  being  dismissed*  but  the  fines  reduced  by  the  Court  to  £15 
(Section  15)  and  £15  (Section  16)  plus  'costs. 

The  Council  subsequently  carried  out  the  necessary  works  in  default 
of  the  owner  (Housing  Act*  1961*  Section  18)*  the  works  finally  being 
completed  on  9th  March*  1970.  ■  1 

Houses  in  multiple  occupation  are  unsatisfactory  and  cut  right 
across  the  general  principle  that  each  family  is  entitled  to  a  home  of 
their  own.  Much  informal  'work  was  carried  out*  and  on  many  occasions 
it  has  been  possible  to  persuade  owners  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation 
(or:  intended  owners)  to  convert  the  houses  into  proper  self-contained 
flats*  sometimes  with  the  assistance  of  Improvement  Grants ^

All  carcases  inspected  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  are  now  marked 
in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  ilegulations ,  1 963-66 ,  after 
being  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  original  agreement  with  the  consortium  of  pig  farmers  for  the 
supply  of  approximately  100  pigs  per  week  during  their  first  year  of 
trading  (he,  5? 000  pigs),  remained  in  force  until  1st  August,  1969* 
Negotiations  took  place  in  the  early  part  of  1969  between  the  Council 
and • the  company  with  a  view  to  superseding  this  agreement  by  another 
agreement  which  would  have  provided  for  the  supply  of  in  excess  of  300 
pigs  per  week  to  the  slaughterhouse 0  For  a  variety  of  reasons,  however 
the  company  declined  to  accept  the  agreement,  and  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year  continued  to  supply  pigs  as  their  business  required,  but  in 
larger  numbers  than  before. 


Certain  new  equipment  was  installed  at  the  slaughterhouse  in 
March,  1969?  in  order  to  facilitate  the  grading  procedure  necessary  to 
operate  the  slaughterhouse  as  a  Deadweight  Certification  Centre,  This 
consisted  of  an  800  ’lbs,  overhead  carcase  we igher ,  and  some  additions 
and  alterations  (including  three  new  switches)  to  the  existing  high 
level  beef  rails  as  well  as  the  provision  of  TO  new  rollers  and.  14-0  - 
7  link  beast  hanging  chains,  all  calculated  to  expedite  the  grading 
operations  and  to  provide  for  better  cooling  and  hanging  of  pig  carcase 
In 'addition,  a  new  high-level  rail  (with  switch)  was  provided  to  lead 
outside  the  slaughterhouse  to  a  point  in  the  yard  at  'which  the  company 
could  off "load  their  pig  carcases. 

Towards  the  end  of  1969  the  Council  arranged  for  a  work  study 
exercise  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  by  the 
Oxfordshire  County  Council  Work  Study  Team,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
whether  or  not  a  substantially  increased  throughput  could  be  achieved, 
with  the  aid  of  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme',  A  preliminary  report  was 
submitted  to  the  Council  on  30th  September,  1969?  but  the  final  report 
was  not  available  for  consideration  until  January:  1970,

( ° )  Food  Hygiene 
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Food  hygiene  is,  a  subject  which  requires  constant  attention  and 
supervision  if  a  reasonably  high  standard  is  to  be  achieved  and  main¬ 
tained*  It  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  say  one  visit  a  year  to  a  food 
premises ,  secure  any  improvements  and  alterations  required  to  comply 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations ,  and  then  leave  that  premises  for 
another  year*  The  human  element  is  the  all  important  factor ,  and  it  is 
essential  that  frequent  visits  are  made  to  ensure  proper  food  handling 
and  hygienic  practices  and  to  ensure  as  far  as  possible  that  full  use 
is  made  of  such  facilities  as  wash -hand  basins  in  order  to  achieve  the 
spirit  and  not  merely  the  letter  of  the  law. 

Regular  inspection  of  the  food  stalls  in  the  street  market  'was 
carried  out  each  week,  and  no  serious  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(Markets 9  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  were  observed. 

The  mobile  washing  facilities  mentioned  in  my  last  report ,  fulfilled 
a  useful  purpose  and  continued  to  be  widely  used  by  the  food  traders 
in  the  market* 

Banbury  Michaelmas  Fair  was  held  as  usual  on  15th,  1 6th  and  17th 
October ,  1969?  and  in  accordance  with  our  practice  for  many  years,  one 
of  your  inspectors  visited  the  food  stalls  at  the  time  of  erection  and 
subsequently  every  morning  and  afternoon  for  the  duration  of  the  fair, 
note  being  made  of  any  contraventions  of  the  Regulations*  There  'were 
29  food  stalls  at  the  fair  -  one  less  than  last  year  -  as  follows s-

(l )  Registration  and  Inspection 

As  far  as  it  is  possible  to  ascertain,  all  premises  within  the 
Borough  coming  within  scope  of  the  Act  have  been  registered  with  this 
Authority,  the  10  new  registrations  during  the  year  bringing  the  total 
number  of  registered  premises  up  to  394*  This  figure  was  somewhat  less 
than  the  total  at  the  end  of  1 968  (425)  and  was  due  to  the  closing  of 
premises,  and  in  many  cases  to  their  subsequent  re  opening  as  businesses 
outside  the  scope  of  the  Act,  i.e«  where  only  the  owner  of  the  business 
is  employed  there 0  Occupiers  of  premises  once  again,  in  the  majority 
of  cases,  proved  -remarkably  co-operative,  and  little  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  securing  the  necessary  registrations  or  the  carrying 
out  of  works  required e

(2 )  Operation  of  the  General  Provisions  of  the  Act 

No  particular  difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  year  in  the 
administration  of  the  Act,  Plans  for  new  ijremises  were,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  shown  to  the  Department  at  the 
time  of  their  submission  in  order  that  compliance  with  the  Act  could  be 
ensured  at  the  outset*  As  previously  reported,  retail  and  wholesale 
shops,  catering  establishments,  canteens,  public  houses,  etc*  were 
inspected  as  a  matter  of  routine  with  both  the  provisions  of  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  in  mind, 
and  if  service  of  notices  was  found  to  be  necessary,  then  this  was 
served  concurrently* 

.(3.).  Accidents.,:  .  . - . -  . 

During  the  year,  nine  accidents  were  reported  to  the  Department  on 
Form  OoS.R,  2  in  premises  registered  under  the  Act,  and  in  four  cases 
it  was  considered  appropriate  to  carry  out  an  investigation* 

These  concerned  one  case  of  injury  caused  by  slipping  on  a  slippery 
floor,  one  of  slipping  on  stairs,  one  of  falling  from  a  pair  of  steps 
and  one  of  injury  caused  by  a  falling  load.  In  each  case  suitable 
advice  was  given  to  the  occupier  of  the  premises,  and  no  further  action 
was  considered  necessary, 

(4)  Prosecutions 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  any  proceedings  during  the 
year  for  contraventions  of  the  Act,

RODENT  CONTROL  AND  CONTROL  OF  INSECT  PESTS 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  providing  a  free  service  to 
domestic  premises  for  the  control  of  rats,  mice  and  the  various  insect 
pests.  Treatments  to  commercial,  business  and  industrial  premises 
were  carried  out  on  request,  but  were  charged  for  on  a.  time  and 
material  basis.  During  the  summer  months  the  treatment  for  removal 
of  wasps’  nests  occupied  a  good  deal  of  your*  Rodent  Operative’s  time, 
but  the  service  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public  at  large 0 

Because  of  the  low  level  of  rat  infestation  in  the  town  sewers , 
the  period  of  time  between  the  seTwer  treatments  has  been  extended  to 
twelve  months  instead  of  the  former  six  months.  This  was  with  the 
consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  was 
mentioned  in  my  last  report.  No  treatment  was  carried  out  during 
die  calendar  ye  c LX*  1969. 

The  table  which  follows  gives  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  rat  and  mouse 
inf e stat ions  §  - 
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BANBURY  SWIMMING  POOL 


Banbury  Swimming  Pool  is  situated  in  Park  Road  to  the  west  of 
the  town.  It  consists  of  a  50  metre  open  air  pool*  changing  facilities 
purification  plant  and  cafe*  set  in  some  1y  acres  of  ground*  which 
provides  ample  space  for  spectators  and  sun-bathers *  and  is  normally 
open  to  the  public  from  April  to  September.

The  Pool  was  originally  opened  in  1939  and  recently  it  has 
become  necessary  to  initiate  a ' programme  of  replacements  and  improve¬ 
ments  to  equipment  and  facilities .  At  the  close  of  the  19^7  season* 
net;  and  more  modern  'purification  equipment  replaced .  the  old  and  before 
the’ opening  of  the  19^9  season  two  large  oil  fired  boilers  were 
installed  to  heat  and  maintain  the. water  at  a  comfortable  temperature. 

The  last  improvement  has  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  annual 
attendance  by  some  50 


INVESTIGATION  OF  AIR  POLLUTION 

The  Daily  Volumetric  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Sampling  Instrument 
(to  which  reference  ?;as  made  in  my  last  annual  report)  continues  in 
use  at  the  Public  Health  Department*  The  Cross,  Banbury*  and  the 
results  obtained  were  forwarded  regularly  to  the  barren  Springs 
Laboratory  as  part  of  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Borough  of  Banbury  is 
the  Officer  appointed  for  the  administration  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
Act*  1950*  and  the  various  Orders  made  thereunder*  the  Borough. Council 
being  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Authority  for  their  district. •  -‘At  one 
time  Banbury  was  almost  unique  in  this  respect*  as  the  administration 
of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  was  traditionally  carried  out  by  the 
Police  Forces  of  the  country*  with  local  authorities  in  a  small  minority. 
Discussions  have  been  going  on*  however  *  since  1968*  between  the  Home 
Office*  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture*  Fisheries  and  -  Food  and  local 
authorities  with  a  view  to  relieving  the  police  forces  of  as  many 
duties  as  possible  under  the  Act  in  order  that  they  may  be  able  to 
concentrate  cn  their  main  tasks  such  as  the  prevention  and  detection 
of  crime  and  the  regulation  of  traffic*  rather  than  be  employed  on 
duties  which  others  could  do  equally  well . 

To  this  end.*  accordingly*  more  and  more  Diseases  of  Animals 
Authorities  are  appointing  "civilian"  Inspectors  for  -the  purposes  of 
the  Act*  and  the  police  are  relinquishing  their  functions  in  this 
respect.  It  will  still  be  necessary  for  Diseases  of  Animals 
Authorities  to  look  to  the  police  for  assistance  in  the  case  of 
national  emergencies.  The  principal  emergency  likely  to  be  encountered 
nowadays  is  an  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease*  when  the  assistance 
of  the  police  is  essential  for  general  security  arrangements*  the 
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control  of  movement  into  and  within  restricted  areas ,  the  posting  of 


notices  and  the  supervision  of  the  disinfection  of  persons 
leaving  infected  premises •  No  civilian  inspector  would  be 
up  vehicles  on  the  highway.

The  year  under  review  ( 1 %9 )  was  unspectacular  and  consisted  merely 
of  the  routine  inspectorial  work  at  the  cattle  market,  and  the  licensing 
work  at  the  various  sales  of  pedigree,  fat  and  store  pigs,  and  imported 
Irish  Cattle,  One  of  your  public  health  inspectors  attended  each  day  at 
the  market  when  a  sale  was  being  held,  and  his  duties  (under  the  various 
Orders  made  under  the  Act)  included  such  diverse  matters  as  the  cleans¬ 
ing  and  disinfection  of  vehicles,  the  cleansing  of  the  market  pens,  the 
handling  and  protection  of  calves  and  dairy  cows  in  milk  and  the  segre¬ 
gation  of  horned  and  de -horned  cattle.  At  the  same  time,  when  a 
licensing  sale  was  being  held  (i.e.  the  first  Tuesday  in  every 'month 
when  a  sale  of  pedigree  pigs  was  normally  held,  every  Thursday,  When 
sales  were  held  of  fat  and  store  pigs,  and  each  alternate  Friday,  when 
a  sale  of  imported  Irish  Cattle  was  held),  a  second  inspector  attended 
in  order  to  issue  the  movement  licences  required  by  the  Regulation  of 
Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1959?  and  the  Second  Schedule  of  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Act,  1950. 

Set  out  below  are  some  statistics  and  comments  on  various  aspects 
of  the  year’s  works- 


1 o  Anthrax 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 
Nationally  there  were  234  outbreaks  and  259  deaths  in  animals. 

2  o  Swine  Fever 

No  cases.  This  disease  is  now  regarded  as  eradicated  from  Great 
Britain. 

3.  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 

No  cases  of  this  disease  either  locally  or  nationally. 

4°  Fowl  Pest 

No  outbreaks  locally.  Nationally  there  were  43  confirmed  outbreaks.

7«  Transit  of  Animals  -  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  vehicles 


Regular  supervision,  within  the  limits  imposed  by  the  staff 
available,  was  exercised  during  the  year  over  the  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  vehicles  at  the  market.  Midland  Marts  Limited  (the 
owners  of  the  market)  operate  a  vehicle  washing  station  for  this 
purpose,  but  a  constant  presence  is  found  to  be  necessary  at  the 
market  in  order  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Order. 


8 .  Live  Poultry  (Restrictions)  Order,  1957  (as  amended) 


As  in  previous  years,  the  poultry  section  of  the  market  was 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  poultry  for  immediate  slaughter  on  Thursdays 
only,  the  usual  market  day.  These  sales  were  kept  under  constant 
supervision  by  your  officers,  and  no  special  action  was  found  to  be 
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necessary.  At  the  end  of  the  year*  however,  Midland  Marts  Limited 
announced  their  intention  of  discontinuing  such  sales  of  poultry  on 
the  grounds  that  they  were  uneconomic, 

9.  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order*  1957 


Waste  foods  may*  if  not  boiled  for  one  hour*  spread  foot  and 
mouth  and  other  diseases.  The  Order  prohibits  the  feeding  of .unboiled 
waste  foods  to  certain  animals  and  to  poultry.  There  are  two  waste 
food  plants  in  the  Borough  licensed  for  the  boiling  of  swill. 

1 0 ,  The  Market  Sales  and  Lairs  (Amendment)  Order*  1926 

This  Order  requires  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  markets* 
sale  yards  and  lairs  after  being  used  for  the  reception  or  temporary 
detention  of  animals,  1*028  visits  were  made  during  1969  to  ensure 
that  the  above  works  had  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 


1 1 .  Transit  of  Animals  Order  of  1927 

This  requires  similar  cleansing  to  the  above*  but  in  respect  of 
railway  pens  used  for  the  reception  or  keeping  of  animals  in  course  of 
transit.  It  'was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  this  respect

SANITARY  C IRCUMSTANCES  OR  THE  AREA 


(i)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


(a)  Although  the  works  are  somewhat  dated  and  are  now  working 
above  maximum  capacity,  the  tertiary  treatment  over  a  grass  area  has 
continued  to  produce  results  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  the 
discharge  standard. 

The  time  is  approaching  when  the  works  must  be  rebuilt  and  when 
the  neighbouring  farm  of  "Southerndown”  became  available ,  this  was 
purchased  at  auction  to  provide  the  land  needed  for  these  future  works. 

00  Trade  effluent  samples  have  been  within  the  prescribed 
standards  throughout  the  year  and  have  caused  no  problems  at  the 
disposal  works o  The  slaughterhouse  closed  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year . 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing 

A  regular  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  all  refuse  has  been  main¬ 
tained  during  the  year 5  the  new  ram  compression  loading  vehicle  giving 
good  service  in  this  respect .  Arrangements  have  now  been  made  with  the 
Oxfordshire  County  Council  for  the  use  of  their  Works  Study  team  to 
investigate  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  and  their  report 
is  expected  early  in  1970® 

All  business  premises  were  notified  during  the  year  that  the 
authority  would  commence  a  trade,  .refuse,  collection  during  1970  for 
which  charges  would  be  made. 

The  old  tip  was  finally  filled  during  the  year  and  the  new  tip, 
which  is  adjacent  to  the  old  one,  was  brought  into  use.  This  tip, 
however,  has  only  a  limited  life  and  it  is  essential  to  find  another 
tipping  area  in  the  near  future  5  inevitably  this  area  will  be  further 
away  from  the  town  with  resultant  increase  in  expenditure  due  to 
increased  travelling  of  the  vehicle. 

Street  scavenging,  both  manual  and  mechanical,  has  continued 
satisfactorily.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

O  ‘  r  -  ‘  . 

The  water  is  moderately  hard  and  is  supplied  by  the  Oxford 
and  District  Water  Board  from  a  Waterworks  situated  on  the  River 
Windrush  at  Worsham,  about  4  miles  west  of  Witney.  The  whole  of 
the  Urban  District  is  served  by  water  mains  and  new  mains  are 
laid  as  necessary  to  provide  a  supply  of  water  to  new  development. 

Regular  samples  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  of  the  water  in 
the  town  supply,  with  most  satisfactory  results,  whilst  special 
sampling  was  done  by  the  department.  30  samples  were  taken  from 
domestic  supplies,  catering  establishments  and  swimming  pools,  all 
proving  satisfactory. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  of  refuse  was  performed  weekly,  a  kerbside 
collection  being  provided.  Disposal  was  by  means  of  tipping 
pulverised  refuse  on  a  site  adjacent  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
where  the  pulverisation  plant  is  situated.  Salvage  sales  realised 
an  income  of  £826  and  the  tip  was  available  during  working  hours 
for  the  public  to  dispose  of  bulky  items. 

Since  the  installation  of  the  pulverisor,  some  refuse  from 
commercial  premises  has  become  too  bulky  to  process  and  a  further 
addition  to  the  disposal  plant  in  the  form  of  an  incinerator  will 
be  necessary  in  the  near  future.

The  Borough  is  supplied  from  the  Oxfordshire  and  District  Water 
Board’s  works  and  the  adjoining  parishes  of  Bladon,  Hensington  Without 
and  Wootton  have  the  same  supply.  No  difficulties  were  met  with 
during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage

A  major  extension,,  to  be  "financed  jointly  with  the  Chipping  Norton 
Rural  District  Council  and  estimated  to  cost  in  the  region  of  £120,000, 
involving  a  new  inlet,  two  new "sedimentation  tanks,  a  new  percolating 
filter,  two  humus  tanks  and  drying  beds  together  with  associated 
pumping  facilities,  sewer  enlargement  and  the.  laying  of  a  new  12” 
rising  main,  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  completion  is  antici¬ 
pated  towards  the  middle  of  1970. 
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The  enlarged  works ,  which  will  operate  in  conjunction  with  the 
existing  plant  and  equipment,  will  be  capable  of  dealing  with  four 
times  a  dry  weather  flow  of  250,000  gallons  per  day  and  serve  a 
population  of  5 , 000 *  Land  is  available  for  future  additions  should 
this  prove  necessary.

Collection

There  has 
been  a  steady  decline  in  the  ancient  industry  of  glove  making  and  the 
last  factory  in  the  district  closed  in  the  year  under  review 9  the 
premises  now  being  occupied  by  a  manufacturer  of  electronic  components 
whilst  one  area  of  gravel  workings  has  also  ceased  during  the  year.

SAM  TARY  C  IRCUMSTANCE  S 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Practically  all  the  area  is  now  supplied  with  a  main. water  supply 
by  the  Oxfordshire  and  District  Water  Board,  the  villages  of  Churchill 
and  Shipton  being  transferred  to  the  area  scheme  from  local  sources 
during  the. year.  The  outstanding  areas  are  those  with  private  estate 
piped  supplies  which  are  adequate  for  the  properties  served.  A  few 
wells  still  exist  in  some  areas. 


Routine  samples  were  carried  out  by  the  Oxfordshire  and  District 
Water  Board  and  copies  of  the  analyses  were  forwarded  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  but  occasional  samples  were  taken  by  the  Council’s 
Officers. 

The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  samples  taken  by  the 
Council’s  Officers.

Of  the  12  grade  4  samples 9  five  were  taken  from  properties 
dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act,  in  four  cases  the  supplies  are  to 
be  chlorinated,  and  in  three  cases  advice  was  given  to  improve  the 
supplies . 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  volume  of  refuse  collected  continued  to  increase  and  to 
meet  the  load  the  two  1 6  cubic  yard  vehicles  due  for  renewal  were 
replaced  by  two  50  cubic  yard  Uorba  screw  loading  vehicles  which 
have  proved  very  satisfactory  in  use.  These  vehicles 9  with  the 
35  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  vehicle  from  the  regular  complement,  were 
used  for  the  weekly  kerbside  collection  throughout  the  district. 

One  of  the  1 6  cubic  yard  vehicles  has  been  retained  as  a  reserve 
vehicle. 

The  free  collection  service  of  bulky  items  of  domestic  refuse 
was  much  appreciated  by  the  public. 
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Trade  refuse  was  not  collected but  free  tipping  was  allowed  by

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Disposal  was  Lv  tipping  into  disused  stone  quarries  which  were 
filled  In  layers  of  six  to  eight  feet*  each  layer  being  sealed  off  with 
inorganic  material  *  Tip  levelling  and.  covering  was  done  with  an 
industrial  type  .four-wheel  drive  loader  which  was  very  effective  for 
the  work  and  resulted  In  a  much  better  standard  of  .tip  maintenance . 


The  acquisition  of  additional  land  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  has 
been  pursued  during  the  year  but  many  difficulties  have  been  encoun¬ 
tered*  the  chief  being  the  requirements  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
Water  Resources  Act*  and  also  the  Planning  Authority, 

\ 

An  extension  to  an  existing  tip  was  negotiated  and  several  other 
sites  were  investigated.  The  volume  of  refuse  now  collected  weekly 
is  approximately  TOO  cubic  yards  *  which  makes  it  necessary  that  any 
new  tip  must  be  of  a  good  size  to  ensure  a  reasonable  life. 


SEWERAGE  -  REPORT  ■  - 

During  the  year*  work  on  the  main  drainage  scheme  and  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works  at  Combe  was  restarted  by  a  new  company  following  a  delay 
after  the  original  contractor  held  gone  into  liquidation.  The  scheme 
has  now  been  substantially  completed  with  the  works  in  operation  and 
more  than  60  properties  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Southern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme  incorporating 
the  villages-  of-  Leaf ield  and • Pins took  was  started  and  progressed  well. 
Ministry  approval  for  the  second  stage  of  the  scheme  for  the  villages 
of  Pawler*  Stonesfield  and  Ramsden  (Witney  R.DpC.)  was  expected  for 
the  early  part  of  1970* 

The  schemes  for  the  village  of  Lyneham  and  for  the  extension  of  ' 
the  sewers  in  Bruern  Road*  Milton-u-Wychwood  have  been  fully  prepared* 
but  Ministry  approval  for  the  commencement  of  these  schemes  was  not' 
forthcoming. 


Design  work  for  the  provision  of  a  new  disposal  works  and  additional 
sewers  at  Charlbury  was  well  in  hand*  end  preliminary  investigations 
were  started  for  the  enlargement  and  reconstruction  of  Steeple  Barton 
Works,  A  scheme  for  the  village  of  Rollright  has  been  prepared  and  is 
awaiting  Ministry  approval  to  start.

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This  village  has  an  estate  sewerage  system, 

A  private  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  was 
begun  by  the  owner  of  Great  Tew  Estate  during  the 
year  to  plans  prepared  by  a  Consulting  Engineer 
acting  on  instructions  from  the  owner  of  the  Estate. 

The  scheme  for  enlarging  the  existing  Woodstock 
Borough  works  has  been  prepared  by  Consultants  and 
was  substantially  completed  during  the  year. 

The  majority  of  houses  in  this  village  have  private

During  the  year  9  formal  action  was  taken  on  13  unfit  properties 
which  were  represented  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  Under¬ 
takings  were  accepted  from  the  owners1  of  all  13  not  to  re-use  the 
premises  unless  they  were  reconditioned  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Council.

Water  Supply 

Mains  water  is  now  available  to  most  parishes  in  the  area  where 
it  is  supplied  to  all  but  a  few  isolated  dwellings,,  It  was.  still  not 
available  in  the  hamlets  of  Kelmscott,  Grafton  and  Radcot. 

During  the  year,  45  samples  of  water  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
Local  Authority  from  private  sources  -  mainly  wells  -  and  sent  for  ' 
bacteriological  examination.  Of  these 9  4  samples  were  satisfactory 9 
13  slightly  contaminated 9  whilst  28  were  heavily  contaminated.  Advice 
was  given  to  six  owners  (in  the  second  group)  how  to  improve  their 
well  supplies,  with  good  results,  five  owners  (in  the  third  group) 
were  advised  to  install  small  water  purification  plants,  whilst  the 
remainder  of  group  three  were  advised  to  connect  to  the  mains  supply 
available.  The  source  of  contamination  in  the  remainder  of  the  second 
group  lay  in  a  faulty  pressure  chamber  on  a  common  supply,  which, 
after  replacement  of  the  chamber,  proved  satisfactory,  . . 


Samples  from  two  other  properties  were  submitted  for  both  chemical 
and  detergent  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  'AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  was  collected  on  a  weekly. basis . from  all.  parishes  and  was 
disposed  of  by  tipping  into  disused  quarries  at  Shilton  and  Stanton 
Har court. 


A  certain  amount  of  smoke  nuisance  was  caused  by  fires  at  the 
tips  and,  if  the  tips  are  to  be  properly  controlled,,  the  Council 
must  be  prepared  to  spend  more  money  on  their  maintenance.  Planning 
permission  and  negotiations  were  'pursued  to  obtain  the  use  of  a  quarry 
at  Worsham  for  use  especially  for  purposes  of  the-  Civic  Amenities  Act.

HOUSING 


(a)  Slum  Clearance 

During  the  year,  three  properties  were  represented  as  unfit  for 
habitation  and  the  Council  agreed  to  take  action  in  respect  of  these. 
Five  other  properties,  the'  subject  of  previous  representations,  were 
modernised  and  repaired,  and  seven  other  houses  were  voluntarily 
repaired  and  modernised  by  their  owners.  Informal  requests  were  made 
to  the  owners  of  16  other*  properties  for  minor  repairs  to  be  done, 
nine  were  voluntarily  done  and  two  more,  after  service  of  formal 
notice,  during  the  year. 

(b)  New  Houses 

41  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  223  dwellings 
were  built  by  private  enterprise.  In  addition,  the  Ministry  of  Defence 
completed  some  600  new  married  quarters  at  Carterton.

CARAVANS 


There  were  481  Caravan  standings  licensed  for  residential  occupa¬ 
tion  in  the  area,*  There  were  on  a  total  of  119  sites  (102  sites  having 
less  than  three  caravans  and  17  being  large  sites)  with,  in  addition, 
nine  holiday  sites  providing  a  further  579  standings,.

FOOT  INSPECTION 


Meat  Inspection 

During  the  year  the  throughput  of  animals  which  were  killed  in 
the  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  decreased  from  the  throughput  during 
the  previous  year.  The  quality  of  the  meat  continued  to  be  high  and 
the  main  causes  in  carcases  from  which  an  organ,  or  part,  was  con¬ 
demned,  were  the  presences  of  abscesses  and  liver  fluke.  Cysticerci 
was  slightly  increased  but  in  no  instances  was  it  necessary  to 
condemn  the  whole  carcase. 

I  give  below,  in  tabular  form,  the'  information  required  by  the 
Minister  in  relation  to  meat  inspection.

Food.  Handling1 
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The  general  standard  of  premises  used  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  food  remained  satisfactory,  although  some  difficulty  was 
encountered  due  to  the  use  of  passages ,  etc,  as  additional  store 
rooms,  37  food  premises  closed  during  the  year  together  with  one 
bakehouse  and  one  wholesale  food  depot. 

As  a  result  of  regular  visits  made  to  food  premises  in  the  area, 
a  total  of  3  tons,  17  cwts.  of  food  of  various  types  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  destroyed,  Regular  visits  were  .also .'made  to  inspect 
food  imported  from  a  European  country  in  sealed  containers  direct  to 
a  wholesaler  in  the  area. 

During  the  year,  five  retailers  were  prosecuted  for  selling 
unsound  food,  all  cases  being  due  to  over  prolonged  storage  in  the 
shops.  All  were  found  guilty  and  a  total  of  £192  in  fines  was 
imposed  by  the  Magistrates, 

Ice  Cream 


During  the  year,  the  number  of  registered  premises  for  sale  and 
storage  of  hard  ice  cream  increased  to  122,  Do  unsatisfactory  con¬ 
ditions  were  noted  at  any  of  these  promises  during  the  year,  and  no 
complaints  were  received  from  the  public  about  this  type  of  product.

Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

There  were  seven  registered  premises  in  the  area  and  conditions 9 
on  visits 9  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  ■  Nineteen  visits  were  made 
for  this  purpose. 

Supervision  of  Public  Toilets 

As  a  general  rule9  the  conditions  of  the  various  toilets  were 
reasonable 9  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  part-time  cleaners.  The  amount 
of  damage  by  vandals  was  of  a  minor  degree  and  led  mostly  to  the 
blocking  of  the 'waste  pipes  and  T/.C.  pans, 

Rivers  and  Streams 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  devote  more  time 

-than  dn  the . past  to  the  supervision  of  the  condition-  of  the  brook 

which  joins  the  river  Windrush  at  Crawl ey9  the  lower  sections  of 
which  had  to  be  dredged  to  prevent  flooding  of  the  land.  In  addition, 
a  formal  notice  was  served  on  the  owner  of  a  small  engineering  works 
at  Hailey  to  prevent  the  works  discharging  a  trade  effluent  contain¬ 
ing  harmful  chemicals  to  a  ditch  leading  to  a  feeder  stream  of  the 
Windrush »

An  inprovement  to  a  noise  nuisance  from  equipment  used  at  a  small 
factory  near  Freeland  that  operated  night  shifts  was  found  when 
re-organisation  within  the  group  of  companies  controlling  the  factory 
led  to  a  restriction  in  the  hours  of  working.,  Similar  complaints 
about  a  small  engineering  works  at  Hailey  were  also  satisfied  when 
part  of  the  machinery  and  equipment  was  moved  to  another  situation 
and  the  remainder  was  redistributed  in  the  factory  allowing  the 
doors  to  be  closed  when  night  work  was  in  progress. 

An  additional  cause  of  noise  nuisance  lay  in  the  removal  by 
individual  operators  of  suppressors  from  pneumatic  road  breaking 
machinery . 

Rodent  Control 

Routine  surveillance  of  the  Council1 s  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
works  was  continued  during  the  year  with  baiting  at  permanent  points. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  notification  of  infestations  with  rats 
and  nice 9  some  730  private  and  business  premises  and  20  agricultural 
holdings  being  visited  following  notification.  In  addition,  231 
routine  surveys  were,,  made  of  private  and  business  premises  and  122 
of  agricultural  holdings.  The  following  table  gives  the  incidence
